ws Lawsuit takes Boyne City zoning 
ordinance garage setbacks to task 


the City of Boyne City is starting 
ihe summer facing litigation, as the 
attorney for city property owners 
Gene and Barbara Hancock and Sue 
Arner filed suit in the Circuit Court 
last week regarding what they allege 
io be an “unreasonable and invalid 
exercise of the police power of the 
City of Boyne City” in the City's zon- 
tng. ordinance. 

‘The lawsuit focuses specifically on 
Section 4.40(3) of the ordinance, 
which requires accessory buildings 
uid attached garages in the Tradi- 
tional Residential District to have a 
rront yard setback at least 10 feet 
ereater than the front setback of the 
principal building located on the front 
portion of the lot. According to the 
suit, the requirement ‘bears no rea- 
sonable relationship to the protection 


of the health, safety and welfare of 
the citizens of the City of Boyne 
City.” 

The Hancocks and Arner are both 
property owners in the Pines of Boyne 


development, which, under the re- ’ 


vamped Boyne City Zoning Ordi- 
nance approved in 2001, falls into the 
Traditional Residential District 
(TRD), That district, along with the 
Waterfront Residential District 
(WRD), are the only two districts sub- 
ject to the 10-foot setback require- 
ment. 

Both plaintiffs wish to build struc- 
tures on their respective properties 
without the 10-foot setback; accord- 
ing to the suit filed, on June 3 of this 
year the Hancocks had a request for a

Issues delay 
marina project 


= Boyne City commissioners review 


riparian issues, property ownership, in 
marina proposal for Big C property 


Issues of riparian lines, property- 
ownership questions, and marina 
plans were once again at the forefront 
of the discussion taking place at last 
week’s regular meeting of the Boyne 
City City Commission. Rather than 
discussing the controversial develop- 
ment previously proposed at the One 
Water Street property, however, the 
items on this meeting’s agenda were 
in regard to another marina proposal 
coming before the city, this time at 
the Lake Street location commonly 
known as the “Big C” property. 


It is there, however, that developer. . 


James Hevey, representing the 
Devlon Corporation, hopes ime simi- 
larities will end. 


“We don’t want to get caileh up in. 


{the City’s} disputes with other 

people,” Hevey said, referring the ri- 
parian line and property ownership 
disputes on-going with developers of 
the One Water Street marina property. 
“We ask that you can be as fair as you 
can with us in trying to move [the Big 
C marina project] forward.” 


The marina project, long in the 
planning stages, is proposed to in- 
clude both water and upland devel- 
opment, including a 113-slip marina, 
parking areas and a beach house, as 
well as a Phase II four-story building 
development, the nature of which has 
not been disclosed by developers. 

At last week’s meeting, however, 
city commissioners were asked to 
only consider the three specific pieces 
of the proposal: riparian lines, prop- 
erty ownership, and the marina por- 
tion of the plan. 

- Riparian lines, it seems, continue 
to complicate the forward movement 


.of development proposals, as the City 


called into question the validity of the 
north riparian line in the project as 
proposed by Devion. ; 
According to city manager Mike 
Cain, the ongoing questions regard- 
ing the riparian study conducted in 
tecent months by surveyor Sherm 
Chamberlain, at the behest of the City,

Though the overall 
picture is relatively posi- 
tive, Cooper cautioned that 
“there’s still talk that even 
after the school year starts 
{the State of Michigan] will 
be executing cuts next year. 
I don’t think we’re safe un- 
til June 30 of next year per- 
sonally, but that’s just 
something we have to ad- 
just for and be ready for.” 

In the meantime, he said, 
“we need to be proud of the 
fact that we’re adding pro- 
grams while we’re operat- 
ing [on a balanced bud- 
get).”

Every citizen and part-time resident of Boyne City 
should be interested and informed regarding a new en- 
larged lagoon waste disposal system that will soon be 
implemented in our city. A meeting for this purpose will 
be held Wednesday, June 18, at 7 p.m. in City Hall. 

Along with focus on the enlarged lagoon system (which 
is needed), two alternative discharge plans are being pro- 
posed - discharge into the Boyne River or discharge into 
Lake Charlevoix into deeper water than now occurs. 
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Concerns for the two proposals require much statisti- 
cal and evaluation information from the Health Depart- 
ment and the Department of Environmental Quality be- 
fore any decision should be made. These reports should 
be presented to the public. Many of us would like to know 
what is being done in this regard and be given a tentative 
time-frame of receiving such reports.
